national banks to retire tbeir i circulation, 
that this movement of banks to avoid the 
operation of the fifth section ot the funding 
bill, necessarily brought into the treasury 
largo sums of money : Hint it only offoois 
tbo money market iu Hie city of Now York, 
where the deposits must bo made, and 
draws directly from tbe bunks or from ilio 
street currency needed for their business 
operation". Beoreta-y Sherman SSJB

treasury can and will pny out this money, 
nud also tbe surplus rs'venue in payment 
for bonds for the sinking fund, if offured nt 
par and accruing interest; tlut tho treasury 
cannot interpose further than to apply its 
surplus currency in excess of tho re-dump 
lion fund to the reduction of the public 
debt. 
Called bonds nre preferred, but if 


those nre not offered, maturing rives nnd 
sixes will probably be taken ou the sntno 
terms, namely, nt par and accrued interest.
